Atom Tests Depend 
On West, Say Reds 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Premier Khrushchev pledgéd in 
a statement made public Sunday that Russia will not 
resume nuclear weapon testing unless the West does. 


His statement was originally | 
made Dec. 30, the day after Pres- 
ident Eisenhower announced the 
United States would not formally 
extend the 14-month-old nuclear 
tests moratorium, but instead 
would give advance notice before 
resuming testing. 


He said in a statement that was 
broadcast Sunday by Moscow Ra- 
dio “We are ready to conclude 
this very day an agreement on 
the cessation of nuclear.tests for 
good, and we hold that all the 
necessary preconditions. for this 
exist. It is now up to our Western 
partners to act.” 


UNDERLINED AGREEMENT 


Khrushchev underlined the 
“exceptionally important signifi- 
cance” of his agreement with 
President Eisenhower in the 
United States to the effect that 
disarmament is the most im- 
portant question facing the world 
now. 


He noted that the new 10-nation 
disarmament committee will be- 
gin its work this year ‘‘with clear 
prerequisites for a considerable 
improvement in the international 
situation” at hand.

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Georgia Still Needs 
An Auto Title Law 


Once more a Fulton County Grand 
Jury has called for passage of an effec- 
tive motor véhicle title registration law. 
This has become a regular routine, made 
so by the fact that auto larceny is one 
of the most pressing crime problems of 
this community and of the state as well. 


Time and again Atlanta police author- 
ities have pointed out that present laws 
are an open invitation to automobile 
thieves and that sales of mortgaged cars 
present no obstacle to unscrupulous op- 
erators. Dealers, insurance companies, 
banks and finance companies and an un- 
wary public all are the victims. 

The jury pointed out there are 38 
states which already have adequate laws. 
Georgia and Alabama in the South do not 
have such laws. Auto thefts in Georgia 
are more than 200 per cent in excess of 
neighboring states which do have title 
registraticn laws. 

Georgia not only is an easy state for 
thieves to operate in but is also the dump- 
ing ground for cars stolen in other states. 
Mere completion of an application form is 
all that is needed for registration and li- 
cense plates. 

An adequate title law, the jury feels, 
would accomplish the following: 

Reduce auto thefts and lessen the pres- 
ent temptations to youths to steal cars; 
reduce interstate traffic into Georgia of 
stolen automobiles and parts; facilitate 
and improve the tracing, identification 
and recovery of stolen automobiles; as- 
sist in the investigation of traffic mis- 
haps; help reduce taxes for maintenance 
of courts and help strengthen law en- 
forcement nationally. 

Police in cities all over the state and 
the State Patrol know these conclusions 
to be true. So do those who have been 
victimized. Why the General Assembly 
still refuses to take proper action is one 
of those matters which addresses itself to 
the consciences of its members. 

Surely such a preponderance of evi- 
dence on this costly failure will result 
in affirmative action at the upcoming leg- 
islative session!

We can think of no better 
civic club program for a year than to 
work in this field of adult education. 

We need more informed, participating 
citizens who are aware of the issues and 
who make their choices at the ballot box 
on that basis.

The 
ballot box is the best place to protect our

I also think it is clear that the 
development of responsible lead- 
ership for Atlanta’s Negroes is 
absolutely necessary if the city 
is to progress.

lem of urban redevelopment and 
public housing and not one Negro 
leader was invited. 

I am a young man and per- 
haps I am too idealistic bit I 
cannot forget that my future de- 
pends directly on the future of 
my city. I think my elders owe 
me and my generation much less 
windy oratory and much more 


courageous and intelligent lead- 
ership.

He has proficiency in using vari- 
ous treatments to help correct the 
symptoms presented by the pa- 
tient. These “treatments include | 
psycho-therapy, drug therapy, 
group and family therapy and the 
physical therapies, such as electro- 
shock and insulin. 


BOARD GIVES EXAM 


To insure his proficiency and 
competency after two years of 
practice, he takes an examination 
given by the American Board of 
Psychiatry and Neurology, whose 
purpose is to maintain high stand- 
ards of psychiatric practice. If 
he passes this examination, he is 
then certified by the board as a 
specialist in psychiatry.

CALIFORNIA’S DEFEAT LEAVES CINCINNATI UNCHALLENGED

Pop! California’s Gélden Bears have come to 
the end of the string, their winning streak ended 
at 25 by Southern California in an upset that 
leaves Cincinnati unchallenged as the No. 1 team 
in college basketball. 


Southern Cal, the club that gave California’s 
NCAA champs a fit before bowing in overtime 
earlier in the week, dropped the third-ranked 
Bears, 65-57, Saturday night after trailing by two 
at the half. 


It was the eighth success in 11 games for the 
unranked Trojans, who lost their first two (47-45 
to UCLA and 64-61 to Santa Clara) then won six 
straight before dropping a 65-61 decision to Cali- 
fornia in the second round of the Los Angeles 
Classic. They'll meet for the third time in seven 
days Monday night, with all three at Los Angeles. 


With California out of the way, Cincinnati’s 
Bearcats and All-America Oscar Robertson now 
have the longest streak going among the. major 
clubs. They won their llth in a row, 10th this 
season, by beating Dayton, 70-63, Saturday with 
Robertson scoring 32 for a 40.2 average. 


Texas A&M (8-0), Villanova (7-0) and LaSalle 
(6-0) are the only other major unbeatens with 
Cincinnati, the top-ranked club in last week’s 
Associated Press poll. Louisville (8-3) spilled 
De Paul to its first defeat in nine games, 75-74, 
Saturday. Villanova kept rolling with an 81-67 job 
on Boston College. Texas A&M and La Salle were 
idle. 


Southern California did it the hard way against 
the Bears’ tough defense. The Trojans didn’t score 
from the field through the first seven. minutes, 
then fought back behind sharpshooter John Werhas 
to trail by only 25-23 at the intermission. 


Southern Cal wound up hitting 44 per cent (24 
of 54) from the field. The Bears, who dropped 
West Virginia for the LA classic title, held a 
56-42 edge in rebounding, as usual, but scored on 
only 22 of 62 field goal tries (35 per cent). Darrall 
Imhoff led scoring with 16 for the Bears while 
Werhas paced Southern Cal with 14 in the Big 
Five opener for both. 


Dayton tried ball control against Cincinnati 
and almost got away with it, hitting at a 51 per 
cent clip (24 of 47), out-rebounding the Bearcats, 
38-31, and trimming 6-8 Paul Hogue, Cincinnati 
soph ace, to seven points. But Oscar (who else) 


was the guy who kept beating the Flyers (8-3) 
back, hitting 13 of 28 from -the field“ and 6-for4 
from the foul line. 


Hot-shooting Bradley, No. 9 with only an 86-71 
loss at Cincinnati in nine games, walloped sixth- 
ranked St. Louis (8-3) 86-64 in a Missouri Valley 
game. Seventh-ranked Indiana (8-2) was upset 
79-76 on its home court by Purdue in a Big Ten 
opener. And Georgia Tech (9-1), ranked 19th 
after losing only to Southern Methodist, took a 
62-54 victory at Kentucky in the Southeastern 
Conference. 


None of the other top 10 clubs were in action. 

Bradley led 44-19 at the half, holding the Bills 
to seven field goals with a man-to-man defense. 
Soph Chet Walker topped scoring with 21 points 
gor the Braves, who canned 69 per cent of their

In short, Ebbets Field, the onetime home of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, on the shore of the famed Gowanus Canal, is about to 
succumb to urban redevelopment in the form of a housing project. 


The largest single apartment building in the nation’s biggest 
city is going to be built on the site of the Bums’ historic hangout. 


Ebbets Field, where a daily maximum of 32,111 emotional fans 
shouted themselves hoarse from 1913 to 1957, will be a thing of the 
past. The Dodgers moved to Los Angeles at the end of the 1957 
season leaving the great ballpark silent. Now the city is closing in. 


A building to house 1,317 families is due for construction. The 
foundations will be laid this summer. The first occupants will move 
in 18 months later. 


The project, to cost nearly $25 million, will have bargain rentals 
of an average of $136.35 a month.

Routes 
have been in use since Nov. 23 


Gen. Power said that “Opera- 
tion Oil Burner,” code name for 
the SAC missions, will have bomb- 
ers flying as low as 1,000 feet 
above the highest terrain along 
their routes and as high as 20,000 
feet, and will provide accelerated 
| operational training for SAC. 


The Georgia route stretches in 
a general east-west direction be- 


_tween Macon and Albany. 


“Oil Burner routes,” Quesada 
said, “‘are located for the most 
part over sparsely populated 
areas. They have been laid out 
to avoid congested population and 
airport centers. They should have 
minimum impact on air carrier 
schedules and other civil air op- 
erations and create ——— in- 
convenience to the publi@in gen- 
eral.” 


The new low-level routes, Gen. 
Power said, will be used by SAC 
crews in a day-and-night, aill- 
weather program designed to in- 
crease combat crew proficiency 
and combat readiness.

Single- 
plane missions are conducted at

food industry. They predict a 

strong demand for food in the 
new year with good supplies to 
meet it. 


Consumer “Yicomes will be 
record high and, because of it, 
you are likely to increase your 
purchase of the more expensive 
foods and also be willing to 
pay for more services with food. 
Retail food prices generally are 
expected to average a little 
lower than in 1959. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture predicts that your food 
expenditures will probably ac- 
count for a little more than a 
fifth of your average income 
after taxes. This is the lowest 
share of your income you will 
have spent for food in the post- 
war period. 


PLENTY FOR ALL 


There will be more beef, pork, 
veal and lamb on your table 
during 1960. The American 
Meat Institute promises that it 
will be leaner, juicier, more 
tender and flavorfuj. The first 
three months of the year will 
be .an especially good time to 
take advantage of pork’s ver- 
satility and wholesomeness. 
Supplies of beef will increase 
throughout the year. And veal 
and lamb will be more plentiful 
than they have been during the 
past two years. Poultry will be 
in about the same supply as 
during the past year. So will 
eggs.
